Judge Dupuy’ Holds Build- 
ings Consistent with Pleas- 
ure Ground Not Barred 


by Injunction. 
SAYS WARD GOES T00 FAR 


His Claim Would Prevent City 
from Improving Ground It 


day in the contest over the erection of the 
Field museum in Grant park. 

Judge Dupuy, tn the Superior court, held 
that the commission has the power and right 
to erect in Grant park legitimate park build- 
that the injunctions hitherto obtained 
by Ward do not forbid such structures. 

At the same time the court did not pase on 
the question whether the proposed museum is 
a legitimate park building, though ene 
strongly that it is. 

The matter at issue was Ward’s demurrer 
to the cross bill of complaint filed by the 
park commissioners some time ago to enjoin 
Ward from prosecuting his suit to stop the 
erection of any buildings on the lake front. 
Judge Dupuy said the court would not enjoin 
Ward from prosecuting his suit if any build- 
ings were erected which were not consistent 
with park purposes. 

Public Park for Sixty Years. 

The court held that for sixty years this 
land has had the character of a public park. 
It has always had the character of a 
public park,” said Judge Dupuy, “ and I am 
strongly inclined to the view that the rights 
of the parties hereto must be tested and 
finally determined by considering what is 
comprehended in the fact that ft is a public 
pers. 

These conclusions are enforced from the 
fact that a vast area of land, including much 


the larger part of the park, has been reclaimed 


by the city at great expense, and that it 
was commonly understood that it was to be- 
come part of a park, not part of an unoc- 
cupied common. No steps have been taken 
by the complainant to prohibit the making 
of this addition to this pubMe park. 

“I am therefére of the opinion that the 
restrictions alleged to exist in regard to the 
use of this park tract should be construed 
consistently with the use of the ground as 4 
public park ff they can be so construed, and 
if they do not admit of such construction, 
but are to be given literal application as 
prohibiting all buildings of every kind, in- 


cross defendant should be left to his remedy 
for damages by an action at law. 


Trees Forbidden if Buildings Are. 

“ The cross defendant claimed an easement 
perpetual in its duration, not of light, or air, 
or passageway, but of unobstructed view 
across this entire park area, and for that 
purpose that the whole must be kept free 
from buildings. It is obvious that any orna- 
mentation arising from diversifying the sur- 
face or planting trees will obstruct the view 
as effectually as would necessary park bulild- 
ings. The claim of the cross defendant is 
that the whole area of the park shall, ac- 
cording to the words appearing upon the 


common; to remain forever open, free and 
clear of any buildings or other obstructions 
whatever.’ 

“The allowance of this claim to the extent 
insisted upon would render it impossible to 
improve this park as public parks are usually 
or ordinerily improved; would greatly de- 
tract from the primary purposes of a park, 
and would, in a large measure, thwart the 
objects for which this land was reclaimed 
from the lake, thereby entailing upon the 
public perpetually the most serious embar- 
rasement in its · use of this park. 

“Thus, balancing the interests of the par- 
ties. the claims of the complainant do not 
furnish to a court of chancery a reasonable 
or just basis for a perpetual injunction of the 
character prayed in the bill of complaint.” 


Specific Question Not Raised. 

As to whether the park commissioners had 
power to make the contract with the Field 
museum trustees the court said: 

No doubt the cross complainant (the park 
commissioners) by allegations in their bill 
intended that this court should determine 
whether or not this act conferred the power 
to make the contract alleged with the Field 
museum, but the cross defendant has not de- 
murred to it om this ground, and conse- 
quently a decision on that point is not called 
for at this time.“ 

Attorney George P. Merrick, nepresenting 
Mr. Ward, said that he would confer with 
the park commissioners’ lawyers and then 
determine what the next move would be in 
court. Attorneye L. E. Sauter and R. P. 


| Follett, representing the park commission- 


ers, were jubilant over the decision. 
Park Attorneys Rejoice. 


It means much to us,” said the attorneys. 
“The court has held that the Field museum 
can be erected; that such is the force of 
the decision. He has held that necessary 
buildings can be erected; that buildings 
where the mind can find recreation as well 
as the physique of men should be allowed. 
The other imjunction suits brought by Ward 
stopped the erection of buildings which were 
not for the public, and they were also west 
of the Ilinois Central railroad tracks. We 
will take the bill up as soon as an answer 
is filed, then probably to the Supreme court, 
where we hope to have a decision given 
which will be favorable to us.” 

Another point decided and considered 
favorable by the attorneys for the commis- 
sioners is that if they erect buildings for 
park purposes they cannot be punished for 
contempt of court.

CALLS THE TOILERS TYRANTS 


Harvard Professor Declares the 
Poor Are Inferior People. 


LAUDS THE “UPPER CLASSES” 


Persons of Wealth and Fashion, He 
Says, Are Really Superior, 


“The upper classes are absolutely the 
superiors of the people they have surpassed, 
and one is disposed to say that God made 
the reason.“ 

This was but one of many startling state- 
ments made by Barrett Wendell, professor 
of English at Harvard university, to the 
members of the Twentieth Century club at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Heaton 
Owsley last night in a lecture on The Priv- 
fleged Classes. 

The professor had had his toes trod on, 
both figuratively and literally, by those he 
called the lower classes, and he vented his 
bruised feelings. before an audience which 
gasped with amazement at his satirical flagel- 
lation of the laboring classes and his un- 
stinted praise for the “elect to whom his 
auditors belonged. 

He began his discourse with a vigorous de- 
nunciation of the “* privileged classes,’’ the 
nobility and higher clergy of eighteenth 
century France, and made obscure allusions 
to the growing feeling against the growing 
aristocracy of wealth and fashion in the 
United States. 

He did not keep his hearers in suspense 
long, however, but soon declared that the 
tyrant * privileged classes of this country 
are not the upper classes, as they were under 
the. old régime,” but the “ despotic labor- 
ing classes. 


Defend People of Wealth. 

“As wealth and fashion have grown dur- 
ing the last thirty years in thie country,” 
he said, “ there has grown also a feeling of 
resentment and criticism which has found 
its expression in the utterances of public 
men, in the public prints, and, above all, in the 
comic papers and the street cars. 


“One of the most popular caricatures in 


the comic papers today represents a big 
bellied, bald headed, thin whiskered, brutal, 
grinning man trampling on his worthy fellow 
citizen, and he ig supposed to personify 


wealth and fashion, the upper classes. There. 


is nothing characteristic of men of wealth 
and fashion in this picture. The people of 
wealth and fashion in this country are singu- 
larly unobtrusive. 

I have seen something in my part of the 
country, however, which does seem to me to 
bear a resemblance to this picture. My 
condition in life compels me to take the 
street cars every day for the three mile ride 
from Boston to Cambridge, and I take ad- 
vantage of this to gain a knowledge of those 
of my fellow citisens outside of my own 
class. 

Workers Monopolisze Seats. 

“TI find that a great many times I must 
stand through the whole ride, though there 
is plenty of room for me to sit down, simply 
because a lot of laboring men are each taking 
up two seats. They sit there sprawied out 
with their lege at right angles, taking up the 
seats they have paid for and the seat I have 
paid for as well, 

* there is anything on earth Mke the 
big bellied monster I have spoken of it is 
this laboting man with his tin pail, who 
usurps my privileges. If I remonstrate with 
him he is surly and angry and regards me 
as a tyrant; and, furthermore, public senti- 
ment, in my part of the country at least. 
agrees with bic thas be has, not only equad 


1 political and legal rights with me, but hes 
the right to assert superior social rights. 

.. “ Theoretically we both have an equal right 
to pay taxes, but less than one-third of the 
voters of Boston are taxpayers. The mem- 
bers of these privileged classes pay no taxes 
directly. Of course you may say that they 
pay them indirectly. But look what has re- 
sulted in New York when, the tames having 
been raised, the landlords attempted to raise 
their rents. There were\and are riots be- 
cause these voters are to pay taxes, 


Rights of Taxpayers Usurped. 

“The cry which once roused this country 
was ‘ Taxation without representation.’ The 
privileged laboring class of today demands 
representation without taxation. And, hav- 
ing obtained this right, they, like the privi- 
leged classes of old Franoe, feel at liberty to 
squander the money of the government be- 
cause it has not come out of their pockets. 

“They are now trying to drag us into a 
war with Japan in order to safeguard their 
own selfish interests. If it were not for 
the behavior of the labor unions on the Pa- 
cific coast In excluding Asiatic laborers the 
fleet would never have had to be sent around 
Cape Horn. 

“The difference between the upper and 
lower classes is that the upper classes are 
those who have exhibited the highest de- 
gree of ability, worth, and character. Any- 
where in the world the upper classes are the 
cream of society. Those who by reason 
of sloth, degeneracy, drunkenness, or in- 
competence do not deserve to maintain them- 
gelves in the unprivileged upper classes sink 
to the privileged lower classes where they 
belong.” 


ROOSEVELT POLICY ATTACKED 
IN TALK BY ROCKEFELLER. 


Oil King Reported to Have Criticised 
President in Speaking of Financial 
Flurry—Defends Morgan and Self. 


Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 24.—[Special.}]—John D. 
Rockefeller and Senator Tillmam were the 
principals in a lively verbal setto during the 
former’s trip to thie city. Senator Tillman 
boarded the train in South Carolina and was 
introduced to Mr. Rockefeller by a railroad 
oficial. Hard times, the money situation, 
raifroads, “and President Roosevelt were dis- 
cussed and the olf king was not enthusiastic 
about Roosevelt. 

“TI think,“ said Mr. Rockefeller to Senator 
Tiliman, that Roosevelt made a grave mis- 
take. If he knew abuses existed and he 
wanted to correct them he could have gone 
about it without causing all this agitation 
and feeling of distrust. Now, you might not 
know it, but J. P. Morgan and myself stood 
behind something Uke seventy banks in New 
York during the panic. Now that was a 
pretty nice thing for two such bad men to do, 
wasn’t it? Think of the thousands of de- 
positors we helped by standing by those 
banks. But 1 hope the people will see after 
awhile that this agitation only hurts them. 
I can get along all right.“

WINS CASE AS OWN LAWYER 


Byron Walker’s Anecdotes Con- 
vulse Court with Laughter. 


USES ABE LINCOLN’S METHOD 


Attorney -for the Defense Congratu- 
lates Him on the Result. 


Although E. C. Walker, a Michigan lawyer 
for sixty years, had advised his son, Byron, 
to keep away from the law, the son became 
his own attorney in Municipal Judge Welk- 
er’s court yesterday, and, adopting the etyle 
of Abraham Lincoln, won his case by 
anecdote. 

Byron Walker is a keeper of bees and sells 
honey to grocers in Chicago. His overcoat 
was stolen on Dec. 19 from his wagon, which 
he had left in charge of Bosworth Bros.’ 
Express, Van, and Storage company, Sixty- 
first street and Wentworth avenue, over 
night. He sued the company for $19., the 
cost of his overcoat. 

Counsel for the defendant, A. Stubblefield, 
contended that his client had agreed to house 
the horse and not the wagon ‘and seek over 
night. 

Wins Case by Anecdote. 

“That reminds me of an experience that 
I once had,” Walker replied. “I bought 
a wagon wheel for my wagon, and the wheel 
was guaranteed by the seller fora year. A 
week later the tire came off, and I went 
back to have it put back on. 

“I presumed that since the wheel was 
guaranteed, there would be no charge for 
putting the tire back on, but when the work 
was done, the man presented his bill. 

„% But,’ I said, ‘the wheel was guaranteed 
to mé when I bought it.’ 

„No, replied the man, ‘only the fel- 
loes and the hub were guaranteed.’ 

O, ho!’ I replied, ‘I suppose if the fel- 
loes had given out, you would say that you 
guaranteed only the tire and the hub; and 
if the hub had given out, you would say you 
guaranteed only the felloes and the tire.’ ” 

Judge Walker permitted a general laxity 
of court rules, and everybody enjoyed the 
fun. Bven the judge laughed, and the 
bailiff forgot his gavel. Walker is 50 years 
old. He is a man of Lincoln’s type, tall and 
long faced, and he based his arguments on 
“common sense.” 

Praised by Defeated Lawyer.

Any- 
way, I couldn't have afforded to hire a 
lawyer. He would have charged me more 
than the price of the coat.”’

Walker had gone to a friend who was an 
attorney, and the friend had given him a list 
of record cases which he should cite to the 
judge for bis benefit in making the decision.

Great Danger of Fire. 

“These accidents will occur until our in- 
stitutions are made better. At Lincoln there 
is a great fire risk, the steam radiators still 
are uncovered, and the piping system still is 
rotten. No provisions are made for isolation 
of communicable diseases, grown people and 
epileptic jents take the place of the feeble 
minded cHildren for which the asylum was 
eutablished, and there is little provision for 
the teeching of the feeble minded. The re- 
port of Dec. 14, 1906, shows that of a total 
of 1,453 inmates, 400 were between the ages 
of 40 and 50 and 8838 were epileptic sufferers— 
still the legislature quashed our propogal to 
establish a colony or separate inatitution for 
-eplleptics. 
„Dr. Hardt is not entirely responsible for 


the conditions which prevail at Lincoln. 


When he became superintendent he met with 
a hostile force of unorganized, unskilled, and 
inhumane attendants. Owing to the pros- 
perous condition of the country it was difi- 
cult to get people at all suitable to take the 
civil service examinations for asylum at- 
tendants, and so Dr. Hardt was ‘ up against 
ft." Upon recommendation of the board of 
charities’ he established some semblance of 
discipline and we had many complaints con- 
cerning the severity of his course of dis- 
cipline for attendants. During the year 
forty attendants were discharged for cruelty 
to inmates. We advised Dr. Hardt to or- 
ganize his force, to establish a training 
school for nurses, and to make every sub- 
ordinate {Individually responsible. He es- 
tablished a laboratory and has held autopsies 
with the consent of parents and retatives 
upon the advice of the board in order to study 
disease and to make the medical force of the 
asylum more efficient and experienced. 


Board. Glad of Investigation. 


The members of the board of charities 
are not adverse to the present investigation, 
put, on the. contrary, we wish it could be 
extended to all state institutions. Publicity 
is the only power we have, and it is what we 
want. We believe that the investigation by 
the legislature is right and should be far 
reaching to cover a period long enough to 
show the public whether conditions are or are 
not getting better under the present admin- 
istration.”

Deneen-Cannon Pact Seen. 


In the lower branch opponents of 
Deneen are convinced he and Speaker 
non have an agreement by which the sweat 
ernor is not to o e the speaker in his at - 
tempt to get the sclid Illinois delegation. 
They. do not object to Cannon personally 
and the majority is willing he should have 
such a delegation, but not willing he should 
save himself from a direct primary bill, leav- 
ing them to stand for it. 

It has been more the hope of forcing Can- 
npn to oppose all direct primary legislation 
rather than the hope of depriving him of the 
delegation, that has caused them to balk at 
— removal of national delegates from the 
Dill. 

There is reason to believe the new version 
of the Oglesby bill has a chance of passage 
as it stands. The pressure on men who have 
voted for direct primaries before. may be 
strong enough to force them to vote thus 
again. Eighty-eight members of the house 
are on record as having voted for this bill 
in almost the identical shape in which it is 
before the house now. 

The only difference is that before it carried 
an emergency clause and needed 102 votes, 
and this time it does not, and needs only 77. 
Eleven members who voted for it before can 
be absent or change their votes and yet the 
bill will have enough for passage: 


Temper of House Different. 

While there is only this difference between 
the former and the present bill, there is a 
difference in the temper of the house which 
may work out to the disadvantage of the 
measure. Opponents of direct primaries, 
having failed in their one and only effort to 
pass a convention bill, are thoroughly aroused 
and have announced their intention of fight- 
ing hard from now on. 

As the matter stands, the new Oglesby bill 
offers the legislature its one opportunity of 
getting through with its work speedily or 
satisfactorily. 

The prohibition state committee has in- 
dorsed S. T. Brush of Carbondale, independ- 
ent republican candidate for congress in the 
special election to fill the vacancy in the 
Twenty-fifth district against the regular re- 
publican nominee, N. B. Thistlewood of Cairo. 

He also got the indorsement of the prohibi- 
tion congressional] convention in the district, 
he having announced his intention of sup- 
porting prohibition measures in congress. 
He is state president of the anti-saloon 
league. Inasmuch as thé district containg 
some of the counties which made use of the 
local option law to oust the saloons, the in- 
dorsement of the prohibitionists is regarded 
as a factor in the contest.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL PLANS . 
FOR NEW ISSUE OF BONDS? 


Preparations Made to Provide for Finan- 
cial Needs—No Action Expected Be- 
fore March. 


New York, Jan. 24.—I[ Special. I— The Illinois 
Central railroad pany, it was learned 
today, has uhder consideration an issue of. 
new securities to provide for its financial 
requirements. The general purpose is to 
provide funds for various improvements and 
reimburse the treasury of the company for 
sums expended for improvements. No ac- 
tion will be taken, however, until March. 

At the date of the last annual report the 
Illinois Central railroad had bills payable 
outstanding amounting to $10,698,500. Pre- 
sumably the most important item of the new 
financing will be a provision for a perma- 
nent funding of the money expended for 
improvements, which was raised through 
the issuance of these bills payable. On this 
total debt $9,929,000 was added during the 
last fiscal year. 

If the directors decide upon a stock issue, 
it is interesting to note that it would give 
the Union Pacific the privilege of increasing 
the pro rata of its already. large holdings. 
The Fish faction would, of course, have an 
equal chance to increase its holdings of the 
new issue.

PRESERVED FOODS KILL MANY 


Dr. Wiley Shows Great Dangers 
in Use of Adulterants. 


SWEET CIDER HIS HELPER. 


While Congress Committee Sips, Chem - 


ist Pleads for Reforms. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
Cider was served today at the meeting of 
the house committee on agriculture. It 
wasn't the hard kind, the sort that will make 
a jack rabbit spit in a bull dog's face, but 
the sweet, pure juice of good apples, uncon- 
taminated with any preservatives. 

Dr. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry, 
was the bartender who served the drink, and 
of course it was pure. Dr. Wiley was seek- 
ing to illustrate the difference between food 
and drink adulterated by preservatives and 
pure goods. He told the committee about 
his experiments with benzoate of soda, for- 
maldehyde, copper sulphate, benzoic acid, 


salicylic acid, and other preservatives in food 


products. 

When taken into-the system continuously, 
he said, they were highly injurious to the 
health, and inasmuch as their expulsion from 
the body devolves almost entirely upon the 
kidneys, he thought their presence in the 
food was accountable in a large measure for 
the prevalence of much of the kidney dis- 
ease which has developed during recent 
years. 

Dr. Wiley shed told the committee that next 
summer he would establish a still at the ag- 
ricultural department to show the farmers 
of the country how to make denatured alco- 
hol, and that the various agricultural col- 
leges would be asked to send representatives 
to Washington to watch the building of the 
still and the process of manufacture under 
his instruction. 


JACK LONDON VICTIM OF SEA? 


Filing of Trust Deed Indicates That His 
Friends Think Novelist Has 
Died. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 24.—[{Special, ]—A 
trust deed transferring the Oakland home of 
Jack London, which has been placed on rec- 
ord, discloses the fact that the novelist has 
been given up for dead. 

The trust deed was given by the adventur- 
ous writer to obtain funds with which to 
outfit his craft and carry out his project of 
sailing around the world. The negotiations 
were carried out secretly, and the evidence 
of.the debt never was made public until the 
mortgage was filed. The deed names a nom- 
inal consideration, and the bank officials de- 
cline to make public the amount whicb 
London borrowed on the property. 

Since London left Honolulu, some months 
ago, the bank people have heard nothing 
from him. They attempted through various 
sources to gain some information concern- 
ing him, but were unable to do so. 

It was understood that the fact of the loan 
was to be kept secret until London returned 
or was given up as lost.

s. With part of the money which he 
7 from the Chicago bank he had 
purchased the yacht in which he was sailing 
when arrested. 

How He Raised the Money. 

Nordstrom was employed as a draft clerk 
by the First National bank of Astoria, Ore., 
until Nov. 17, when he disappeared. He 
was next heard of when he went to the First 
National bank of this city. 

He had alleged forged ietters of credit and 
a draft which he had raised from §3 to $15,- 
000, the police say. After his letters and 
papers had been examined by the bank offi- 
cials he was given 6500 in money, $1,700 in 
clearing house certificates, and the rest of 
the amount was made out in drafts and let- 
ters of credit on banks. ; 

He went to the National Bank of the Re- 
public after obtaining the money from the 
First National bank, where he gave the clear- 
ing house certificates for drafts on the Lon- 
don City and Midland bank, Mmited, of Lon- 
don, and exchanged the other drafts for a 
letter of credit for $5,000. He then left Chi-

NO HOPE OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


Lawyers Uncertain What to Do Next; 
Trip te Joliet on Monday? 


It is expected that Judge Willard M. Mc- 
Ewen will announce his decision today upon 
the plea of John A. Cooke, convicted Cir- 
cuit court clerk, for a writ of habeas corpus. 
It is expected further that the judge will 
refuse to grant the writ and that within a. 
day or two thereafter Cooke will be taken 
to the Joliet penitentiary. 

It is regarded as practically certain that 
Cooke has no hope of further freedom at 
the hands of the court to which he has ap- 
pealed and that his lawyers are at their 
wits’ ends touching any other steps to keep 
him from paying the penalty of his crime. 

Judge McEwen was to have delivered his 
decision last Wednesday, but the crowded 
condition of his calendar and the neceasity of 
transcribing his opinion resulted in a delay 
until today. Of course, further delay in the 
announcing of the decision is possible. 


“Odds” Turn Against Cooke. 
Talk yesterday that the “ betting odds 
were that Cooke would go free at Megwen's 
hands received little credence anywhere. 
Cooke himself said he believed he would go 
free, but even his lawyers were 
to make such à prophecy. ; 

The court will not let mim go,“ was the 
prophecy of Assistant State’s Attorney Bar- 
nett. The only shadow of a point raised by 


his attorneys was that the jury’s verdict 


used language that had been criticised in two 
Supreme court decisions when it failed to 
define the nature of the conspiracy. 

“It doesn’t matter what the jury did or 
did not do. The verdict was settled by the 
Supreme court, and in any case Cooke would 
be entitled to nothing but a reversal—certain- 
ly not a discharge.” 

It is said as a matter of fact Cooke's at- 
torneys, instead of arguing for his release on 
habeas corpus, in effect asked for a new 
trial, but this argument could not be con- 
sidered by a judge in a hearing for habeas 


corpus. . 
Will Not Hurry Him. 

If Cooke is finally remanded to the cus- 
tody of the sheriff it is pretty certain that 
he will not have to go to prison tonight. He 
will be allowed one last Sunday with his 
family. The authorities haven't any idea 
that he is going to run away and there is no 
disposition to “‘ hurry him into à prison 
cell, notwithstanding the feeling in some cir- 
cles that it is an outrage to rush a man 
into the pentitentiary,’’ as Mr. Cooke has 
been “ rushed.” 

Bo Mr. Cooke probably will be allowed to 
linger in the city until Monday—perhaps 
until the last train. He never has been in a 
hurry, personally, to go down, having all 
the time been convinced of his own innocence. 

It hasn't been decided which deputy sheriff 
will accompany John to Joliet, assuming that 
he really will go. Most of the deputies are 
his personal friends and none of them hanker 
after the appointment, though they will go 
if he asks them as a favor. Deputy Sheriff 
Charles W. Peters is one of his old friends, 
and if Cooke insists upon his company, for 
old time sake, Mr. Peters will go with him 
to the prison. 

Convicted of Stealing. 

Cooke was convicted of stealing $25,000 
from the receipts of his office, either in fees 
or by means of fictitious names on the pay- 
roll, through the instrumentality of the Cit- 
izens’ association. His defense was that the 
thefts were committed by his subordinates, 
one of whom Charles H. Bradley, turned 
state’s evidence. The trial demonstrated to 
the statisfaction of courts and jurors that 
Cooke got all the graft.

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TAKEN ILL ON SUNDAY. 


Disease Proves More. Deadly than 
Bullets Fired at Him by 
Mrs. Metcalf. 


Samuel R. Hamill, ussociate counsel for 
John R. Walsh, died yesterday afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock at the Auditorium Annex of 
pneumonia. He had entertained a family 
party of relatives at dinner at the hotel last 
Sunday evening, but was complaining of a 
severe cold: On Monday he was unable to 
lea ve his room, and although physicians were 
called he grew steadily worse, the cold de- 
veloping into pneumonia of a virulent type. 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Hamill lapsed 
into unconsciousness, and from then his 
death was but a matter of hours — 

Announcement of the death of Mr. Hamill 
came as a complete surprise to his friends 
and associates. When the jury returned a 
verdict in the Walsh case last Saturday 
morning he was the picture of health, and 
the news of his demise came as a fearful 
shock. Mr. Hamill’s death was attributed to 
his seal for John R. Walsh during the latter's 
trial and to the shock from the sengationel 
attack by Mrs. Beatrice Metcalf in the fed- 
eral building. The headquarters of the 
‘Walsh counsel were maintained in the Grand 
Pacifid hotel, just across the street from the 
federal building, and in the course of his 
duties Mr. Hamill was compelled to make 
many trips between the two points. 

Dr. C. Pruyn Stringfield, his physician, said 
yesterday that Mr. Hamill failed to wear his 
overcoat in going between the two places 
and, overheated and excited over the — 
rese of the case, he became an easy vie 


Autopsy Disposes of Rumors. 

Rumors reported to Coroner Peter M. Hoff- 
man that Mr. Hamill’s death had been from 
other than natural causes resulted in an 
autopsy being ordered by the official. Coro- 
ner Hoffman came in from Desplaines late 
in the evening and, with Deputy Coroner G. 
A. Webster and Coroner's Physician O. W. 
Lewke, caused the body to be taken from 
the casket while yet at the hotel, and made 
a careful examination. Dr. Lewke made a 
sworn statement that there were no gunshot 
wounds or punctured wounds on the body 
other than those made by the undertaker 
in embalming it. a 

Dr. Lewke said after examining the history 
and records of the case Mr. Hamill undoubt- 
edly had died of pheumonia. When the law- 
yer first was taken ill Dr. Stringfleld, who 1s 
house physilelean at the Grand Pacific, was 
called.

Dr. L. Blake Baldwin, son-in-law of John 
R. Walsh and close personal friend of 
Mr. Hamill, came into the case, and ob 
Thursday Mr. Hamill’s family physician, Dr.

Dr. Stringfleld said Mr. Hamill had had 
an affliction of the kidneys for more than 
a year, and this had the effect of making the 
pneumonia unusually virulent. 

The body of Mr. Hamill was taken to Terre 
Haute last night, 
bers of the family, 
him at the time of his death. Harry I. Mu- 
ler, president of the Chicago and Eastern 
Indiana railway, gave the use of his private 
car to the family, and it was attached to a 
train leaving Chicago at 10:05.

Attack of Mre. Metcalf. 
Rumors that Mr. Hamill’s death had been 
from other than natural causes are 
supposed to hive started from his affair with 
Mrs. Metcalf, who fired three shots at him 
in the corridar of the federal building during 
the closing days of. the Walsh trial. Mr. 
Hamill had insisted that the woman was de- 
mented and sought to kill him because of a 
fancied grievance growing out of a business 
deal, while Mrs. Metcalf charged the lawyer 
with wrongs of a more personal nature. Mrs. 
Metcalf, whose shots went wild, is now out on 
bond pending an inquiry by the federal grand 
jury. 

She had been following Mr. Hamill for 
months. She claimed that he had caused her 
to leave her husband, afid after tiring of 
her had left her stranded in an Indianapolis 
hotel, She said that her requests to see Mr. 
Hamill had been refused. and that she had 
determined to find himandtalktohim. Mrs. 
Metcalf denied persistently that she intended 
murder. 

Hamill knew that she was on his track. 
He had known it for a week before the shoot- 
ing. Archibald Van Winkle, a detective em- 
ployed by the Walsh lawyers, was detailed 
to act as bodyguard. Van Winkle seized her 
as she fired the first shot. 


Son of Indiana Lawyer. 


Mr. Hamill was born in Zulllvan, Ind., 
Dec. 18, 1857. He was the son of Samuel R. 
Hamill, a prominent Indiana lawyer. After 
attending thé West Point military academy 
for two years Mr. Hamill gave up the idea 
of army life and with the family went to 
Terre Haute. There Mr. Hamill studied law 
in his father’s office and was admitted to 
the bar. Fifteen years ago he married Miss 


/ Jessie Sawyer of Piqua, O., who, with one 


daughter, Josephine, aged 12, survives him. 

The crowning achievement of his career, 
according to his friends, was his work in 
the Walsh case. He took a prominent part 
in all the\ proceedings, and his speech to the 
jury attracted considerable attention. 


DESPAIR CAUSE OF SUICIDE. 


Testimony Shows Constantine Was Dis- 
couraged by Inability to Have Su- 
preme Court Review His Case. 


A coroner's jury at Joliet yesterday de- 
olded that Frank J. Constantine's death was 
caused by injuries he suffered when he 
jumped from a gallery in the state peni- 
tentlary with suicidal intent. 

Testimony showed that Constantine had 
received discouraging letters from his 
mother, whom he had urged to take his case 
before the Supreme court. She advised wait- 
ing a few years and then to appeal to the 
pardon board. She also said her funds were 
insufficient.

M. Deleasse Says Ententes In- 
sure World Peace. 


SLAPS AT “GERMAN BLUFF.” 


oo, 


Threat of War Over Morocco Is Held 
Up to Ridicule. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—During the discussion to- 
day in ¢he chamber of deputies of the inter- 
pellation on Morocco introduced by M. 
Jaures, the socialist leader, M. Delcasse, for 
the first time since his retirement as min- 
fater of foreign affairs, during the n ot 
1905, spoke upon foreign affairs. 

The Moroccan policy initiated by uin. M. 
Delcasse declared, was based on the princi- 
ple of France's predominant position in north 
Africa, which compelled her. to prevent any 
other power establishing an influence at Fez, 
where it would become a constant menace 
to Algeria. 

M. Delcasse created a stir by. describing 
the covert threat of war unless France took 
the dispute concerning Morocco to the Al- 
geciras convention for adjustment as a Ger- 
man bluff. Rather than yield, he declared, 
he had retired from the foreign ministry. 

Nevertheless, Germany’s object, which M. 
Delcasse said was to break the circle of 
France's alliances and friendships, had 
failed. France's policy of fortifying her in- 
ternational position had twice saved the 
peace of the world. 

It had solved the differences existing be- 
tween France and Great Britain and drawn 
Spain and Italy closer together without dis- 
pleasing Russia. 

“The whole world recognies that the 
Anglo-French entente prevented a universal 
conflagration during the Russo-Japanese 
war. Our greatest peril now lies not abroad, 
but in the internal dissensions at home. If 
we stand true to our alliances, France will 
remain the master of her destinies,” 


CUBA VOTE LAW UP TO PUBLIC. 


Copies ‘Are Circulated for Purpose of 
Learning Defects—Dates of Elec- 
tions Are Fixed. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. } 

HAVANA, Jan. 24.—Gov. Magoon today is- 
sued 6,000 copies of the new electoral law 
for the purpose of inviting public criticism. 
The most salient feature of the new law is 
that it establishes permanent instead of tem- 
porary registration boards, a majority of the 
members of which shall be nonpartisan. The 
date fixed for the municipal and provincial 
elections is July 1, and for the general elec- 
tion Dee; 1. 

It ie rumored Some of the Duropean powers 
have protested against the premature with- 
drawal of the Americans from Cuba. Gov. 
Magoon denies knowledge of any such 
protest. 

The trial of Gen. Masso Parra, accused of 
complicity, in the recent attempt to start a 
revolution, was continued today.

“ANTI LIQUOR WAR 


sidering Measure to Help 
| Prohibition. 


“INTERESTS” UP IN ARMS. | 


Distillers, Brewers, German- 
American Alliance, and Mis- 
souri Solon Oppose Plan. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., Jan. 24.—~{Special.]— 
The movement for prohibition tn the various 
states probably will receive legislative en- 
couragement from congress. 

A subcommittee ‘Of the senate judiciary 
committee now is seeking to make a con- 
stitutional amendment to the existing federal 
statute limiting the alcoholic Hquor traffic. 
between the states. 

This subcommittee will report a bill to the. 
full committee and, through it, to the senate. 
within a few weeks. As the house is on rec- 
ord in favor of the regulation of interstate’ 
liquor trafic, prohibition «enthusiasts are 
— of legislation during the present see- 

on. 

Immediately upon the convening of con- 
gress two bills and a resolution in regard to 
the liquor question were introduced in the 
senate. A number of similar n were. 
presented in the house. 

The resolution was offered by senator Clay 
and directed to the committee on judiciary 
of the senate to consider and report ‘whether 
or not Congress has the constitutional right 
to pass a bill prohibiting the transportation 
of liquors from states, counties, or municipal- 
ities where such liquors Are legally sold, into 
states, counties, or municipalities where 
joeal option or probibition prevails. 


Tillman Offers. Drastic Bill. 

Senator Tillman of South Carolina, sponsor 
for the famous dispensary law of the Pal- 
metto state, has a bill which: he believes 
furnishes a solution of the question. This 
bill is a modification of the low passed by 
congress in 1890. 

This law was intended to prevent the in- 
troduction of liquor into prohibition states, 
but the Supreme court of the United States 
interpreted it in a way which made it a dead 
letter. 

It d ted that all intoxicating. liquors 
transported into any state or territory should, 
upon arrival, be subject to the laws of such 
state or territory enacted in the exercise of 
its police powers. 

The Supreme court held the law could 
not be effective until after the liquor reached 
the man to whom ft had been shipped, Sena- 
tor Tillman pfoposes to amend the Jaw so 
that Mquor shall be subject to state laws, 
“upon ‘arrival within the borders of the 
state, and before or after its delivery to con- 
signee.’’ The senator appeared before the 
subcommittee several days ago and made 
lengthy constitutional argument in support 
of his measure. 


. Liquor Interests in Arms. 

The liquor interests are up in arms against 
the proposed legislation, and their lobby has 
been at work seeking to prevent, or at least 
to nullify, any action. 

These interests, for the most part, comprise 
the big breweries and distillerfes: The 
man-American alliance will appear. be 
the committee tomorrow. This alHande, it 
ig expected, will oppose a favorable report 
by the subcommittee. “©

House Sure to Enact Law. 

There is some doubt if the senate is favor- 
able, but the house will pass a bill regulating 
liquor trafic. The sentiment of the house 
Was shown during the last congress when 
approval was given to the Hepburn-Dolliver 
bill on this subject, and an amendment to the 
sundry civil bill was adopted prohibiting the 
maintenance of a bar or canteen in national 
and volunteer soldiers’ homes. 

No action was taken by the senate on these 
measures, and they failed. It depends upon 
the senate now whether there will be any . 
general anti-liquor legislation, and the Indi- 
cations ‘are that the senate judiciary com- 
mittee will pave the way to this end.

WITH WHOM COULD You 
BEST DISPENSE?

centenary of John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier has brought about a revival of in- 
terest in the good New England poet, 
and the question has been asked: 
8 “Though we have so easily taken 

m for granted, though we have made s0 
much of his limitations and so lightly passed 
him on to the regard of the rising generation, 
could we, after all, afford to dispense with 
him? Could we better afford to lose his sim- 
ple and direct verse or that, say, of Charles 
Algernon Swinburne, who is, from an artistic 
point of view, one of the most accomplished 
poets of his time?” 

It is to the credit of certain critics, among 
whom is Paul Elmer Moore, that this old 
hypothesis, this almost droll antithesis, has 
been decided in favor of Whittler. 

Few Americahs have endeavored to be 
eloquent over Whittier. He hag been com- 
fortably taken for granted. Better than any 
other, perhaps, Prof. George E. Woodberry 
has summed up the man and his work. 

Art,“ observes Prof. Woodberry, “ may 
lift an inferior talent to higher estimation, 
but genius makes a little art go a long way. 
This was Whittier’s case. The poetic spark 
wae inborn in him, living in his life, and 
when academic criticism has said its last 
word he remains a poet, removed by a broad 
and not doubtful line from all stringers of 
couplets and filers of Verses. Whittier had, 
in addition to this clear native genius, char- 
acter. His subject, too, New England, had 
character, and the worth of the man, blend- 
‘ng with the worth of the life he portrayed, 
independent of all considerations of art, has 
won for him the admiration and affection of 
the common people, who know the substance 
of virtue and always see it shining with its 
own light. They felt that Whittier wrote 
as they would have written had they been 
gifted with the miraculous tongues, and this 
feeling is a true criterion to discover whether 
a poet has expressed the people rather than 


himself.“ 


It seems to me that Whittler expressed 
both the people and himself, and. indeed, to 
express one was to make vocable the other, 
for he was of the bone and sinew of the ideal- 
istic, determined, courageous, high minded 
New Englander. The homeliness, the sense 
of the occult, the clear vision where moral 
issues were involved, the love of tradition, 
the consciousness of making contemporary 
history—all of these qualities, which, at their 
best, have made great the reputation of the 
New Englander, were Whittier’s. His pic- 
turesqueness and powers of suggestion 
equaled in some of his ballads, I do not hesi- 
tate to say, those of Heinrich Heine. Would 
that his brevity had been as great! It is 
not improbable that- our Sweet Quaker 
had absorbed something of the love of 
rhymed story telling of Scott or Byran, but 
neither of these would have furnished him 
any ideas as to economy of time or space. 
They at least had all the time in the world 
and all the paper in the mills, and if ink had 
run out there was always the blood of their 
bodies. And it is not too much to say that 
Whittier was as surely predestined as they 
to poetic utterance. 

I wished to quote, but dare not now that I 
see its length, The Sisters,“ that wild and 
eerie ballad which takes the naked soul and 
sets it out in the storm. Really I feel no 
hesitancy in saying that Heine would have 
been proud to have numbered this American 
ballad among his own, and as much might 
be said of other of Whittier’s story-songs. 


and hills, the roads and villages, gave up 
their traditions. His was no “revival,” no 
recurrence, no echo. He wrote at first hand, 
providing the yanng nation with its lucid 
folk songs, fashioned of their legend and 
their local history. 

It is interesting to see how instinctive an 
interpreter he was of nature. He could no 
more be indifferent to the lineaments of a 
scene than, in. his great human kindness, he 
could have been indifferent to the expression 
of a face. It is really surprising to see how 
poem after poem begins with lines descrip- 
tive of the scene—lines as intima@ and as 
matter of course as if Wordsworth had writ- 
ten them. 

It would not be easy to surpass for direct- 
ness and truth the opening stanza of Pen- 
tucket : 

How sweetly on the woodgirt town 

The mellow light of sunset shone! 

Each small, bright lake, whose waters still 
Mirror the forest and the hill, 

Refiected from its waveless breast 

The beauty of a cloudless west, 

Glorious as if a glimpse were given 
Within the western gates of heaven, 

Left, by the spirit of the star 

‘Of sunset’s holy hour, ajar! 


Beside the river’s tranquil flood 

The dark and low walled dwellings stocd, 
Where many a rood of open land 
Stretched up and down on either hand, 
With corn leaves waving freshly green 
The thick and blackened stumps between. 
Behind, unbroken, deep and dread, 

The wild, untraveled forest spread, 

Back to those mountains white and cold, 
Ot which the Indian trapper told, 

Upon whose summits never yet 

Was mortal foot in safety set. 


Then the note deepens. The approach ofa 
sinister happening is felt. With phrases 
instinctively tragic, Whittier prepares the 
mind for the dénouement—the fatal sweep of 
the assassin Indians, the horrors of the night, 
the utter destruction of the town, and the 
profanation of the dead. It is well done. 
The way of it is homely, but the style suits 
the theme. 

The comparison instituted between Swin- 
burne and Whittier is almost too fantastic 
to receive consideration, yet it can do us no 
harm to examine the relative merits of the 
simplicity that finds in human record a suffi- 
cient provocation for this verse, and the 
tropic intensity which must needs turn to 
the subject of satiety for its inspiration. 
I yield to none in my enjoyment of perfect 
meter and faultless rhyme, have felt the 


| intoxication ot Swinburne’s purple song, 


but upon a second reading it often happened 
that the luscious fruit of his brain proved 
fla vorless andi flat. To turn from this to 
Whittier’s White Line was to find sus- 
tenance, indeed. The consummate artistry 
of the Englishman is not to be denied; yet the 
more one reads him, the more his poems ap- 
pear to be composed of utterances rather 
than ideas. : 

They are without reverence. When they 
have symbols, those symbols are not the sort 
that shed a light upon the dark way, or 
lighten the burden of sorrow. When they 
have meanings beyond the meanings, they 
are not such as the seeker after truth and 
would care to know. A certain wis- 
dom they have, ancient, and futile, and sad, 
splendid they are, with the splendor of old 
velvets worn by king's mistresses, but has 
their wisdom and their splendor really added 


to the delight of life? 
True, here is a wealth of classicism, here 


are songs of deep and delirious beauty, here 


It is wonderful how, for him, the little ports

ig a woven witchery of words, here is a dizsy 
melodious enchantment. No one denies to 
Swinburne a rich knowledge of old 52 — 
things, of great books, or storied sins, 
one denies to him the power of singing. se 
one le soon weary of his “ fugitive pains,’ 
and his wipe of tears, soon satiate of his 
“ laughter that kindles at the mouth of hell.” 
To drink deep of the cup he offers is to suffer 
mental and moral besotment, and to turn 
from’ his draft of wine, spiced with sins 
and tinctured with despair, to such à drink 
as the true poet offers, is vitalizing and re 
freshing beyond words. 
Read this of Swinburne’s if you please: 
Here, where the world is quiet, 
Here, where all trouble seems 
Dead winds and spent waves’ riot 
In doubtful dreams of dreams; 
I watch the green field growing | 
For reaping folk and sowing, 
A harvest time and mowing, 
A sleepy world of streams. 


I am tired of tears and laughter, 
And men that laugh and weep, 
Of what may come hereafter 
For men that sow to reap; 
I am weary of days and hours, 
Blown buds of barren flowers, 
Desires, and dreams, and powers, 
And everything but sleep. 
And then read how Whittier meets the 
doubts and fatigues that beset him: 
Enough that blessings undeserved 
Have marked my erring track— 
That wheresoe’er my feet have swerved 
His chastening turned me back— 


That more and more a Providence 
Of love ts understood, 

Making the springs of time and sense 
Sweet with eternal good— 


That death seems but a covered way 
Which opens into light, 

Wherein no blinded child can stray 
Beyond the Father's sight— 


That care and trial seem at last

Not much art there, but a genius as vital 
as the breath of life—a cup of spring water, 
cooled in the wholesome chambers of the 
earth. Really, which could we spare the 
better, he who holds up the purple and spiced 
chalice, breathing of dreams, or he who offers 
the crystal cup of water from the deep 
delved earth?“ 

Of the service that Whittier rendered to 
his country in the inspired songs during the 
struggle against slavery, it is unnecessary 
to speak. His love of liberty was a part of 
his Christian faith, and the eloquence with 
which he uttered his credo was as spon- 
taneous and as essentially a part of his char- 
acter as spring blossoms are of the May 
meadow. It is but just to remember that 
Swinburne also is a lover of liberty, but his 
songs of revolution have in them a frenzy 


sustained principle. 

As often has been said, back of Whittler’s 
line we feel the man. 
plied to Swinburne, what would the answer 
be? Has he even justified the intensity of 
his eroticism? However that may be, and 
not to seem to be in too great antagonism 
to a man who has had delight in lovely words, 
it may be urged that with Whittier it was his 
self that constituted his genius. With him 
it was not a thing detached and apart. He 
breathed his fiery hatred of oppression, lived 
his reverence to God, was part and parcel of 
his fair New England scene, a brother to 
her hills, a lover of her shores. He wrote 
his hymns with conviction; and told his simple 
stories with delight. Modest, dignified, re- 
tiring, affectionate, full of fine and stately 
reserve, he lived his long life without offense, 
the advocate of liberty, of worship, and of 
peace. 

To lose ourself in that rich garden of 
proserpine, where dark roses shed their 
leaves, and the soul of Swinburne drowses, 
lulled by the matchless rhythms of his own 
singing, is to go a long, long journey, over 
enchanted and fatal seas. 

Shall we take it? Or shall we bide at home 
with the lucid singer of our hopeful land, 
uncovering our headS beneath the stars? 
The question may seem foolish, but behind 
its obvious meaning lies a whole code of

Freight Traffic Shows Recovery 
from Financial Flurry. 


LARGE MOVEMENT OF GRAIN. 


Renewal of Activity in Southern Lum- 
ber Region Also Helps Out.

traffic conditions are recover - 
ing from the financial stringency was the 
statement of several traffic managers and 
other high railway officials yesterday. 

The improvement is said to be particularly 
noticeable in the traffic of the railroads of 
the middle west, where heavy grain ship- 
ments, almost suspendéd while the strin- 
gency in the money market was at its height, 
now are being made. While the statistics of 
all roads throughout the county for last 
week showed that 820,000, or 14 per cent, of 
the 2,200,000 freight cars in service through- 
out the country were standing idle, and, in 
consequence, thousands of men had been 
thrown out of werk, railroad officials ex- 
pressed the belief that the crisis has passed 
and that no further redyctiens of the num- 
ber of workmen will be necessary. 


Grain Shipments Held Back. 

“The freight traffic has picked up noticea- 
biy within the last week and there are pros- 
pects for a steady increase in volume untl 
the normal is restored,’ said a freight traffic 
official of the Burlington. The heavy grain 
shipments from the west which were almost 
suspended when the financial situation be- 
came acute and the market prices declined 
are being resumed. As a great deal of grain 
has been held in the west for a return of 
better prices and as the market shows an 
increase in the prices, it is probable that 
freight traffic will continue to increase in 
volume until the normal is restored." 

Traffic officials of other roads made similar 
statements and expressed like hopes for 
heavy volume of business. i 


Lumber Shipments Increased. 

H. McCourt, general superintendent of 
the Illinois Central's southern lines, after 
a trip over the lines as far north as Nashr 
ville and Louisville, says: 

The picking up of business is noticeable 
particularly in the lumber industry. Many 
mills, which were shut down on account 
of conditions growing out of the financial 
depression, are receiving enough orders to 
warrant their resuming operation, and in the 
case of those which have already begun there 
is a good increase in orders, which shows 
that business is returning to its old time sat- 
isfactory plane, The Illinois Central is re- 
ceiving increased orders for cars from the 
lumiber manufacturers. | : ; 

The Hlinois Central has not reduced its 
passenger service and has made no cut in 
salaries on account of hard times, but has 
held on to its usual program in the hope that 
conditions would adjust themselves“

FIRMER TONE IN PRICES. 


Bookings in Light Rails and Mis- 
ceellaneous Steel and Wire 
Are Increasing. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade, Dun’s 
Review, published today by R. d. Dun & Co., 
will say: 

In view of the effort to strengthen credits 
and thé severe test from which business gen- 
erally is emerging, it is not surprising that 
the commercial mortality again exhibits « 
comperatively large ratio. It is an indica- 
tion, however, that the weak concerns no 
longer remain to disturb confidence. Other 
factors are mainly most encouraging and add 
to further revival in activity. 

“Dealings at the banks now make the 
closest approach to those at this time last 
year, heavy settlements proceed smoothly, 
and the legitimate needs of borrowers are 
more readily extended. The discount rate is 
much easier, but the offerings of paper refiect 
no undue pressure to obtain funds, while the 
latter are more freely offered by both local 
and outside lenders. 

“Some further gain appears in the ma- 
chinery and labor employed in manufactur- 
ing, although the effort to advance produc- 
tion is made slowly, but the indications con- 
stantly improve in iron, wood, and leather 
branches. Prices bear a firmer tone in the 
principal: raw materials, particularly hides, 
lumber, and minor metals, and more inquiry 
from consumers is thought to mean an early 
addition to furnaces operated. There is also 
wider variety to the bookings in light rails, 
miscellaneous steel, and wire. 


‘Building Outlook Is Brighter. 

„% Developments in construction and build- 
ing are not yet notably interesting, but the 
indications Become brighter, and with re- 
celpts unusually light and yard stocks small 
the market for lumber becomes more encour- 
aging, especially for factory needs. Car 
shops run low on forward orders, but ship- 
building ergages more help and there is 
steady running in footwear, clothing, foun- 
dry, and electric lines. 

“Weather conditions have favored sus- 
tained absorption of winter merchandise, and 
seasonable dealings appear in the leading 
retail and jobbing branches, with larger 
nunibere of visiting buyers operating in the 
principal staples. Satisfactory reports come 
from the Interior as to merchandising, and 
the agricultural position is reassuring, high 
prices being yet obtained for farm products, 
despite marketings exceeding those of a 
year ago, when values averaged much lower. 

Mercantile collections make a better ex- 
hibit this week and cause less apprehension 
in credit circles, the January settlements 
having proved less disquieting than expected. 

* Judged by the earnings Of Chicago steam 
roads, the movement of freight is falling 
away at present, but some recovery will fol- 
low on better outputs of the mills and fur- 
naces. The markets for breadstuffs and 
meats continue steady in their volume, and 
upon the - ample supplies at hand cost aver- 
ages easier to the consumer. 


Increased Movement of Grain. 

“The total movement of grain at this port 
was 0,421,223 bushels, against 9,255,444 bush- 
els last week, and 7,808,817 bushels a year 
ago. Compared with last year, there are 
increases in receipts 40.1 per cent and ship- 
ments 11.4 per cent. Receipts of live stock 
were 804,358 head, against 485,885 head last 
week, and 858,018 head in 1907. Receipts of 
hides, 2,712,519 pounds, compare with 2,604,- 
994 pounds last week. Lumber receipts were 
only 20,164,000 feet, against 20,550,000 feet 
last week, and 385,984,000 feet a year ago. 
Compared with the closings a week ago, cash 
prices are unchanged in corn and flour, and 
lower in wheat & cent a bushel; oats, 1 cent; 
cattle, 10 cents a hundredweight; lard, 17% 
cents; hogs, 25 cents; sheep, 80 cents, and ribs 
and pork, each, 87% cents. 

“Bank clearings, $228,049,573, are 1.8 per 
cent under those of the corresponding week 
in 1907.
